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A SERMON, 



Ezek. ii. 10. 

" And there was written therein, lamentations, and mourning, 

and woe." 

Few, I think, can have heard these words, as 
they were lately read in our Sunday services, 
without having their thoughts at once carried 
towards that unhappy land, where the malice 
and violence of Satan seem for a while unchecked, 
and the voice of blood, shed like water on every 
side, is even now crying unto God from the 
ground. And therefore, upon a day like this, 
which has been appointed by our Queen's special 
command for a solemn fast, humiliation, and 
prayer before Almighty God, in order to obtain 
pardon of our sins, and in the most devout and 
solemn manner send up our prayers and supplk 
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cations to the Divine Majesty, for imploring His 
blessing and assistance on our arms, for the 
restoration of tranquillity in India, the words of 
Ezekiel, in the second chapter, from which my 
text is taken, seem very suitable to our present 
feelings. " Son of man, I send thee to the children 
of Israel, to a rebellious nation, that hath rebelled 
against me; they and their fathers have trans- 
gressed against me, even unto this very day. 
And thou, son of man, be not afraid of them, 
neither be afraid of their words, nor be dismayed 
at their looks, but hear what I say unto thee. And 
when I looked, behold, an hand was sent unto 
me ; and, lo, a roll of a book was therein. And 
he spread it before me, and it was written within 
and without ; and there was written therein 
lamentations, and mourning, and woe." 

And is it not even thus with ourselves, at a 
time when the messengers of evil tidings are fol- 
lowing each other with awful speed, and such 
calamities are befalling the sons and daughters 
of England, that flesh faileth at their mere recital, 
and the most careless amongst us are compelled 
to inquire of the Lord, and to say, " Speak, 
Lord, for thy servant heareth ?" The pestilence 
that walketh by day, and the arrow that flieth by 
night ; the violence of the spoiler, and the demon- 
like malice of the crafty ; the wail of mourning 
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widows ; the cry of slaughtered babes ; the wasted 
form, and the broken heart, — all these are become 
to us as familiar tales ; and language fails before 
the awful letting loose of all the passions of vin- 
dictive and blind idolaters. And we sit in our 
peaceful homes, after a summer of almost unri- 
valled beauty ; our harvest safely housed, and all 
the kindly fruits of the earth given and preserved 
to us in a season of unusual plenty ; and, we ask, 
is there no message in all this from God unto 
ourselves ? What has been our part in that vast 
land, which we so proudly call our own, and talk 
of as our Indian empire ? It was first the battle- 
field on which we triumphed ; and then the great 
mart of all our commercial industry. We have 
poured our fleets into its ports, and it has made 
our merchants princes. Our sons have returned 
laden with its treasure ; but have they used the 
mammon of unrighteousness to make unto them- 
selves friends in heaven? They have claimed 
the obedience of slaves ; have they remembered 
that those very slaves have no salvation but in 
the one Name that their earthly masters were 
bound to make known and loved wherever they 
went ? No, rather let us lament to-day our own 
short-comings as a Christian nation, sent forth to 
leaven the heathen lump. Something, indeed, 
we may have done to spread the knowledge of 
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the Redeemer's Gospel and kingdom; but in 
how many cases have those endeavours failed, 
because the light of Christian influence, and ex- 
ample, and consistency were wanting to give life 
and efficacy to the Christian precept ! How 
many have gone forth from our land to learn the 
indolence and vices of heathen life, rather than 
to show the heathen, that there is a power in 
Christianity to renew the inward man, and to 
purify the corruptions of the natural heart ! How 
much pride and presumption have they seen in 
the very men who should have taught the heathen 
the beauty and value of a Christian's life and a 
Christian's hope ! So, then, let us first to-day 
lament our many short-comings in times past, and 
read, in the present hour of suffering, the needful 
lesson of self-humiliation and self-reproach. 

And, having thus first mourned our own past 
neglect of so many opportunities of good, com- 
mitted to our stewardship, let us next humbly 
hope for a blessing on the armies that are gone 
forth, trusting in the help of the God of Hosts. 
Let us hope that their path will be marked, not 
only by righteous justice towards headstrong and 
violent men, but by the extermination of the idol- 
temples, and the pulling down the outward marks 
of devil-worship. Whatever excuse there may 
have been for forbearance until this time, there 
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is no room for trifling now. We cannot, indeed, 
thus make heathens Christians, hut we can show 
them that graven images and false gods are 
abominations in the sight of that one God whom 
Christians serve, and a stumbling-block to be set 
aside for the furtherance of the honour of our 
Saviour and Kedeemer. Wherever the heathen 
lose the outward idols to which they have clung, 
there will be a better space cleared for the 
Christian missionary's work, whenever it shall 
please God to renew it. Every heathen temple 
thus destroyed will be a more pleasing sacrifice 
in the sight of God than the promiscuous exter- 
mination of the innocent with the guilty, of which 
some persons so idly and so boastfully talk. Such 
a cause is indeed a noble one, and we trust there 
will be no want of brave, and steadfast, and true- 
hearted men. I know that it has been said in 
many quarters, that it is the duty of the clergy, 
especially in these our rural parishes, to exhort 
many, upon this occasion, to answer to their 
country's pressing call. But the minister of God 
can hardly be the person to urge men to deeds of 
violence, however needful and just the occasion. 
Yet, this I will say, that while to those who arc 
engaged in honest labour and work, it can hardly 
be said that they ought to leave their lawful 
callings, unless they feel themselves specially 
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called to do so by some of God's various provi- 
dences, yet it is very possible that there may be 
in our parish, as there are doubtless everywhere, 
some persons who are pursuing no regular occu- 
pation; living uncertainly; bold and lawless; 
spending the proper hours of rest in acts of trespass 
on their neighbours' property, or in drunken and 
unseasonable revels. To all such, whom my 
words may in any way reach, I would certainly 
say, you would do well to devote to the cause of 
your country and religion those powers which you 
are wasting, and perhaps debasing. Then will 
you turn your cunning to its proper account ; and 
the same hand that is now clever only to pick, 
and steal, and spread the nightly net, and lay the 
unlawful snare, will be quick to execute a nobler 
purpose, and will gain honour in a better field. 
So have we seen manv, who once were reckless 
and unrestrained, become inured to habits of order 
and discipline, and, through the needful law of 
obedience, taught to rule their own inward selves. 

And who can tell how far the united voice of 
a Christian people, humbling itself to-day before 
God, may avail with Him unto whom all hearts 
are open, in behalf of those who need all our 
prayers, and are sore pressed by the burdens and 
dangers of their weary pilgrimage? Who can 
help thinking to-day of that little band of heroes, 
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led by the true Christian Havelock, who were last 
heard of, reduced by labour, and disease, and 
the sun's ever-burning fierceness, with still di- 
minished numbers, but with still increasing reso- 
lution, threading their onward path (like those 
brave heathen men of old, the followers of the 
gallant Spartan) with dangers on all sides, but 
with the confidence that no heathen, however 
bold, could gain ; a mere handful of men, closed 
in by numbers waxing stronger and fiercer with 
each delay, and still prepared to fight their des- 
perate battle, while God still gave them life, and 
nerved their feeble arm. Or if we turn from them, 
where shall our deepest sympathies rest, but on 
that beleaguered garrison, at Lucknow, which 
still holds out against the rage and power of 
numbers? where many an hour of anxiety and 
fear must have been passed by helpless women and 
tender children, as each day the coming succour 
has been delayed, and they have read their own 
doom in the too true tale of the massacred pri- 
soners of Cawnpore, or thought, it may be, of 
that awful well, in which so many there escaped 
a more bitter and shameful end. "I have seen 
many horrors and been on many battle-fields/ ' says 
one who entered that devoted city, "but I could 
not look into that well again. ,, 

I cannot, of course, after the liberal collection 
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lately made in this church for the relief of the 
many suffering, and heart-stricken, and desolate, 
ask you all to give to-day, as I might have done 
at a somewhat later period. But I still must 
think that this is a very unusual case, and a very 
solemn occasion. All, therefore, that I shall say 
is this; — your own consciences hest know, my 
Christian brethren, how far you have each contri- 
buted, according to the ability that God has given 
you. Both morning and afternoon there will be 
plates at the door, to receive any voluntary offer- 
ings to the Central Relief Fund ; and a day of 
fasting, humiliation, and prayer, should be a day 
of alms-giving also. And, as far as I am able, in 
the ensuing week, I will further invite the contri- 
butions of some whom, alas ! I never or seldom 
see in their places among our congregations of 
worshippers, and yet who might be roused by an 
emergency, such as England has scarcely ever 
known. And we are told that the sum raised 
hitherto is quite inadequate to the increasing 
and spreading necessities and requirements of 
the case. 

And what should be our parting thoughts, in 
the midst of all this " lamentation, and mourning, 
and woe ? " Surely, trust in God — whose ways 
and thoughts we may not read, but whose truth 
and mercy can never fail — that He knows what

He does, and why He does it ; and whatever He 
does, He does both wisely and well. We cannot 
understand it now ; but we shall see it for our- 
selves hereafter, when we know and see Him as 
He is. From this great mass of crime and evil 
He will draw the good, of which as yet we can 
discern nothing. Be assured, not one soul has 
been hurried into eternity which is not precious 
in His sight. Not one anxious sigh — not one 
burden meekly borne — not one hearty prayer — 
has been passed unheeded by Him who knew, 
and felt, and bore, every burden and infirmity of 
man. 

Only let us put aside those boastful words 
that England so often speaks, as though she could 
trust to the mightiness of her own arm, and that 
no other nation could stand before her. Let us 
humble ourselves in His sight to-day, and pray 
that His righteous will be done, and that He will 
allow no worse thing to happen to us. We meet 
still in His house to-day unharmed ; blessings are 
poured forth upon our country homes, and the face 
of outward nature still smiles around us. But, as 
that smile is already tinged with autumn's onward 
decay, so, too, must our thankfulness be tempered 
with many sober and solemn thoughts and memo- 
ries. It is a year of outward brightness 5 but, 
oh! how many blighted hopes, and crushed 
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hearts that bright sun has shined upon already ! 
And the end we know not yet. Only be our 
loins girded and our lights burning, and our 
hearts prepared for the shortest and the sharpest 
summons. Those words of Ezekiel, <s lamenta- 
tions, and mourning, and woe," have indeed been 
written upon this year already. Alas ! brethren, 
what a year of misery and horrors, in forms almost 
unknown before ! Dark deeds of violence ; cala- 
mities unforeseen; peril by land; and direful 
disasters at sea;* these, and more than these, 
perplex and trouble us, and would almost shake 
our faith. Yet, let not your hearts be troubled 
over-much ; — still watch and pray ; — still possess 
your souls in patience ; — still thank the Giver of 
many undeserved, and too often neglected, mercies, 
Who has remembered us when most we have for- 
gotten Him, and Whose wrath endureth but a 
moment. And, lastly, as you lie down to rest in 
all the blessings and comforts of homes, of peace, 
and often of plenty too, remember, then, the sick, 
— the solitary, — and the unblest; — remember 
those who are far from home, and those whose 

* Apart from all the Indian barbarities, I allude espe- 
cially to the late fatal accident on the Great Northern 
Railway ; the loss of a Russian line-of-battle ship, involving 
the destruction of a thousand souls ; the sad wreck of the 
American Mail Steam-packet, the Central America ; and the 
assassination of the British Minister to Peru.

to the latter tragedy, I extract from a recent newspaper the 
following brief memoir of my beloved brother : — 



STEPHEN HENRY SULIVAN, Esq. 

HER BRITANNIC MAJESTY'S CHARGK D'AFFAIRES AND 
CONSUL-GENERAL TO PERU. 

"This gentleman was the eldest son of the Right 
Honourable Laurence Sulivan and the Honourable Eliza- 
beth Sulivan, youngest sister of Viscount Palmerston. 
He was born in November 1812, and was educated at 
St. John's College, Cambridge, and from thence appointed 
to a clerkship in the Foreign Office, where he became 
successively Precis Writer and Private Secretary to 
Lord Palmerston. In 1832 he commenced his diplomatic 
career at the Hague, and continued it at Lisbon, Turin, and 
Munich. In conjunction with Sir Woodbine Parish, he suc- 
ceeded in adjusting at Naples the claims that arose out of 
the sulphur monopoly. In 1849 ho was appointed H.B.M. 
Charge" d' Affaires and Consul-General to Chili ; which post 
he exchanged for a similar one in Peru, in 1852. After five 
years' residence at Lima, he was suddenly attacked while 
sitting at dinner with his secretary, in his own house, by 
some unknown assassin, and, after thirty -six hours' great 
suffering, expired, on the 13th of August. Ho was buried 
with every honour on the 15th, the Peruvian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs officiating himself as chief mourner, and 
pronouncing a solemn oration over the grave. The shops 
were closed, and all public business and amusement sus- 
pended j and every effort has since been made to bring the 
murderer to justice, the unprecedented reward of 10,000/. 
having been offered by the residents at Lima ; large rewards 
have also been offered by the Peruvian Government, the 
municipal authorities, and the British Government. Mr. 
Sulivan was only forty-four years of age when his life was 
thus abruptly terminated."

Deliver them from all hatred and cruelty in 
executing Thy just judgments, and bring them to 
Thine everlasting kingdom, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen."
